The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age plunged 1600 points in after- 
noon trading on Monday before 
gaining back some ground — and 
finishing at 24,342, or down 4.6 per- 
cent — as volatility returned to the 
stock market after a year of rare 


tranquility. 

The Dow has swung more than 
2,100 points in the last two sessions, 
a decline pushing more than 8 per- 
cent and shattering long-term mo- 
mentum. The index gave up 500 
points in a matter of minutes Mon- 
day afternoon as Wall Street tried to 
decode events. 

One of the big worries is that the

Space Center sells out for Falcon Heavy launch

SpaceX’s Falcon Heavy launch at- 
tempt this afternoon is expected to 
draw as many as 100,000 viewers to 
Cape Canaveral and the surrounding 
area, making it one of the most antici- 
pated since the space shuttle program 


ended in 201. 


The Kennedy Space Center Visitor 
Complex sold out its tickets for today, 


Apollo/Saturn launch complex. The vis- 
itor complex, normally open to the pub- 
lic, will be closed to anyone without an 
official placard for their car. 

SpaceX calls Falcon Heavy “the most 
powerful rocket this generation has ever 
seen.” At 230 feet tall, the three-booster 
rocket will be the tallest to launch from 
Kennedy Space Center since the Saturn 
V rockets last used in the Apollo space 
program in 1973. 

It has a three-hour launch window

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Democrats’ reply 
to GOP memo now 
in Trump’s hands

WASHINGTON — The House intelligence commit- 
tee voted unanimously Monday to release a Demo- 
cratic rebuttal to GOP accusations that the FBI misled a 
secret surveillance court — but whether the informa- 
tion actually becomes public will depend on President 
Donald Trump, who has heaped scorn on the effort. 

The vote means the political rancor roiling Congress 
is likely to continue, as accusations and counter-accusa- 
tions fly about which party is misrepresenting or mis- 
using sensitive intelligence surrounding the ongoing 
probe into whether any Trump associates coordinated 
with the Kremlin to interfere in the 2016 presidential 
election. 

The panel’s senior Democrat, Rep. Adam Schiff of 
California, announced the vote results, saying GOP 
attacks on the Justice Department and the FBI show 
desperation on the part of the president’s defenders.

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Victims advocates 
decry push to gut bill

A bill that would hold businesses liable for turning a 
blind eye to human trafficking on their property is being 
gutted by “special interests” for Florida’s hotel, motel and 
restaurant industry, offering traffickers a “sanctuary,” 
advocates for victims claimed Monday. 

The original legislation, House Bill 167, allowed victims 
to sue business owners as facilitators for human traffick- 
ing if they either knowingly or through willful blindness 
allow traffickers to use their property or services for their 
crimes, But its author, Ross Spano, R-Riverview, filed an 
amendment last week exempting hotels, motels and 
restaurants from the bill, while instead requiring educa- 
tion of workers in those industries to identify and report 
suspected human trafficking activity. Businesses that 
don’t comply with the training requirement could lose 
their licenses under the proposed amendment, but it 
would close the door on potential civil lawsuits for 
allowing trafficking to continue.

art and film are used to spark dis- 
cussion of the issues facing gay 
and transgender Latinos.
